NCETHIEF, ALWAYS A THIEF 


Convict Related His Experiences to 
Party of Ladies W h^H ad Paid 
Him a Visit.

One beautiful Sunday afternoon I 
was escorting two ladies of the Chris­ 
tian Endeavor, who came to the pris­ 
on trying to convert some of the pris­ 
oners, writes a prison guard. Silence 
reigned throughout the big corridors. 
Just as if there had not been a living 
soul within its great walls. 
In cell No. 173 was Edward White, 
alias Cat Eye, a notorious all-round 
thief, who has spent more than half 
of his life in prison. 
From the bars 
of his cell door hung some beautiful 
hair chains and bead-work which he 
had made during 
his 
leisure time, 
which w^as usually sold to visitors. 
I unlocked the door of No. 173 and 
told White who these ladies were, 
but he only grinned and said: “I Just 
wish I w'ould have had these ladies 
with me about two months ago, then 
I might have not been here again, but 
it looks to me like once a thief always 
a thief. Twice I tried to lead the life 
of an honest man, and both times I 
have failed, and if you listen to me 
I will tell you of my experience. 
«It has only been about four months 
ago that I was released from this pris­ 
on. and before I left I had made up 
my mind to lead a better life. I went 
to* the city of Chicago and obtained 
w'ork in a printing office as a helper 
a t the presses. I started to work on 
a Monday and worked until Thurs­ 
day, which was the day the circus pa­ 
rade was to pass through the streets. 
**A large crowd had assembled on 
’^ h o th sides of the street on which I 
was working. I gazed out of the win­ 
dow and looked up and down the 
street at the enormous crowd. These 
crowds are generally a gold mine for 
a pickpocket, of which I am a profes­ 
sional. Just that quick I made up my 
mind to steal again. 
I threw off my 
apron, put on my coat and went into 
the street, not even going to the office 
for my pay for four days* work. 
I 
soon mingled with the crowd and man­ 
aged to get seven pocketbooks and 
three watches, which I pawned, and 
in all I then had $110. 
That same 
afternoon I left for parts unknown, 
and it then came to me that I went 
back to my old habits and really was 
sorry for It. 
“I went from one city to another, 
having no rest no m atter where I 
w en t 
After 
traveling 
around the 
country for about a month I again 
landed in my old haunts, the down­ 
fall of many a young man, the Bow- 
erv in New York. I was slowly walk­ 
ing along until I got to Second ave­ 
nue and Fourteenth street, where I 
m et an old pal of mine. 
He must 
have noticed that I was in a deep 
thought, for he said, ‘W hat’s the mat­ 
ter. old pal? 
Are you sick?* 
‘No,* 
said I. ‘Dick, I am going to lead the 
life of an honest man,* and this made 
him laugh so heartily that the people 


passing 
by 
stopping and looked at 
both of us. 
He then told me I was 
going crazy and said: 
‘Old boy, you 
want a rest; come along with me,* 
and I did. 
“We were then bound Bowery ward, 
and near Chatham square we enter­ 
ed a resort that is run by an ex- j 
crook, who has claimed he has made 
good. My pal and I walked up to the 
bar and took a drink, and then to the 
proprietor I told what my intentions 
were. 
He laughed and said: 
T was 


2oing prison sane.’ 
“I sat around the bar for a while 
and then walked back to the rear of 
the place and entered a large room, 
which was infested with a crowd of 
crooks of all kinds, spending their ill- 
gotten money. There was a big poker 
game in session, and it wasn’t long 
before I had a hand in it and lost all 
money I had left. 
I got up from the 
chair and walked over to a friend of 
mine, who was the ringleader of a 
crowd of yeggs, or tramp safe blow­ 
ers, and asked him to loan me a lit­ 
tle money so I could get something 
to eat and for lodging that night.

Every jewel in the twelve great 
rop es of p earls hanging down from 
the neck is worth a small lortune in 
iteslf.
